NIGERIANS have not taken kindly to FIFA’s 
decision to ban Nigeria from international 
youth competitions for two years and to re- 
move the country as the 1991 Youth World 
Cup hosts. 

FIFA has accused Nigeria of falsifying their play- 
ers’ birth certificates, thus fielding over-age players 
in the 1989 under 20 World Cup in Saudi Arabia. 

Nigerian head of state General Ibrahim Babangi- 
da has demanded an inquiry into FIFA’s decision. 

The Nigerian regime’s No 2 man, vice-admiral 
Augustus Aikhomu, claims FIFA’s moves against 
his country are a “plot against the Third World, 
instigated by neo-colonialists”, and that they are a 
form of “international blackmail”. 

The African Cofederation also announced it 
would protest against FIFA’s measures. 

CAF spokesman Farrah Addo, from Somalia, 
even went so far as to threaten the withdrawal of 
African countries from all FIFA competitions if 
FIFA did not withdraw the charges levelled against 
Nigeria, which he described as “frivolous”.

THE Romanian re- 
volution has de 
stroyed the top offi- 
cials who lavishly 
subsidised Roma- 
nian soccer, but the 
nation’s soccer sys- 
tem apparently re- 
mains intact and will 
produce a well- 
trained squad for the 
World Cup. 

An official from the 
National Sports Council 
in Bucharest, who re- 
fused to identify him- 
self, said the uprising 
would not have “any 
effect" on Romania’s 
participation for the 
tournament in Italy 
starting on June 8. 


“Romania will go to 
lealy by any means,” he 
said. 

Tkattitc news agen- 
cy Agerpres reported 
that the national team 
would tour France this 
month for two matches, 
including one against 
French champion Olym- 
pique Marseille on 
January 28. 


Other scheduled 
warmups will be against 
host Switzerland on 
April 11, against Brazil 
on May 12 in Bucharest, 
and against host Bel- 
gium on May 26, Ager- 
pres said. 

“I don’t see any 
reason why reason why 
Romania shouldn't play 
in Italy,” Guido Togno- 
ni, spokesman for the 
soccer's world gov- 
erning body, FIFA, told 
The Associated Press in 
Geneva.

All-time great still much 


FORMER Socceroo 
and Marconi de- 
fender Ivo Prskalo, 
who led his club to 
its first NSL title in 
1979, is now play- 
ing a significant 
role assisting Berti 
Mariani in the 
attempt to com- 
plete a champion- 
ship hat-trick. 

While the big names 
of Marconi’s star-stud- 
ded side generally grab 
all the headlines, the 
41-year-old Yugoslav 
goes quietly about his 
task in the background 
imparting his vast 
knowledge and experi- 
ence of a game he 
adorned for so long on 
two continents. 

Before he was lured 
to Marconi from 
Europe by former 
coach Rale Rasic in 
early 1976, Prskalo 
had already estab- 
lished himself in the 
highly technical 
Yugoslav First Divi- 
sion with eleven sea- 
sons and 380 matches 
for Velez Mostar. 

One of his fondest 
memories is the time 
he opposed the legen-

“He had a brilliant 
football brain but I 
must admit that he 
tended to be a little 
lazy. In the end, soccer 
politics got him and 
the World Cup defeat 
by New Zealand which 
spelled the end of the

Prskalo 
was the perfect choice 
for the job. 

“Ivo was one of the 
best I ever played 
with,” he says, “apart 
from being very highly 
technically equipped, 
his experience. gained 
over many years in 
Europe and more im- 
portantly, being fully 
aware of what's re- 
quired for success in 
this country, makes 
him a tremendous 
asset in our set-up.” 
One player who 
Mariani feels has 
gained the most from 
working with Prskalo 
is sweeper Robbie 
Wheatley. 

“Being a former 
central defender him- 
self, Ivo has been a 
great influence on 
Robbie in particular, 
but then all our defen- 
ders have been able to 
gain much from him. 
Our under 19s have 
also been heavily influ- 
enced by his pre- 
sence’’, Mariani 


admits. 

Prskalo has proven 
over the years that he 
has a total commit- 
ment to football. 

He has shown it on 
the field during his 
playing days and he 
continues to display 
the same dedication 
from behind the scenes 
in his new role. 

If ever he decides to 
take his chances in the 
cut-throat world of 
coaching, he has every 
chance of obtaining 
the same success as he 
did as a player. 

Mariani has litue 
doubt that his assistant 
can go a long way if he 
ever joins the coaching 
ranks. 

“Ivo has got a lot to 
offer, but it's really up 
to him”, he says. 

“His knowledge and 
experience can be in- 
valuable to the con- 
tinued development of 
our football.” 

In the meantime, 
one of Marconi’s all- 
time greats is more 
than happy to remain 
in the background, 
doing his utmost to 
assist a new generation 
of stars reaching the 
same heights that he 
himself did nearly a 
decade ago.

THE Uruguayans had 
several claims to be

THE harsh lesson which should have been learnt from FIFA's two-year 
all-competitions ban on Mexico for playing over-age players in an age- 
limited competition has, in some quarters at least, gone unheeded. 


The successful World 
Youth Cup in Saudi 
Arabia early this year, 
and the equally enjoy- 
able under 16 World 
Cup staged in Scotland 
in June, have thrown up 
discrepancies regarding 
the ages of players from 
at least three countries. 


One country, Iraq, 
have been banned for 
two years from all FIFA 
competitions with age 
limitations, and at least 
two other countries are 
under investigation. 


In Iraq's case, the ban 
stems from the World 
Youth Cup in Riyadh 
last February/March. 


At the commence- 
ment of the competi- 
tion, doubts were ex- 
pressed about the 
eligibility of more than 
one Iraqi player, but 
subsequent investiga- 
tions by FIFA found a 
case against just one, as 
yet (curiously) un-named 
member of the squad. 


The evidence was, 
you could say, pre- 
sented on a plate, since 
the offending player had 
been registered for the 
series under a different 
date of birth to what 
when he played in the 
Olympic tournament in 
Seoul. 


FIFA said that while 
they didn’t prove that 
the anomaly was a de- 
liberate attempt at fraud 


by the Iraqi FA, they 
were less than satisfied 
“with the explanations. 
Iraq had done reason- 
ably well in the competi- 


tion, beating Norway, 
Spain and Argentina to 
top their group, before 
bowing out to the US in 
the quarter-finals. 


It may be some time before Ruud Gullit lifts 


another trophy in triumph. AC Milan’s Dutch 
maestro only started light training exercises 
last week after his December 1 cartilage 
operation — his second in 1989. Gullit, 
however, hopes to play in the semi-finals of 
the European Champions’ Cup in April 
should Milan eliminate Mechelen.

Gornik Zabrze's Polish international mdifiel- 
der, Piotr Zepka, has signed a two-year con- 
tract with French Second Division side Bastia, 
based in the island of Corsica. 

Bayer Leverkrusen have signed East Germany’s 
top player, striker Andreas Thom. They paid 
Dynamo Berlin $1.5 million for his services, 
Kaiserslautern, of West Germany, have bought 
a Soviet player — 27-year-old striker Jewgeni 
Sharkhoy — from champion club Dnepr, who 
last season topped the First Division goalscor- 
ing chart with 16 goals. 

The United States national team will play 
against Italy and the Soviet Union as part of 
their World cup finals build-up. The US meet 
the Soviet Union at Standford, Connecticut on 
February 24 and Italy in Palermo on March 


28. 

The Dutch Federation (KNVB) has pledged 
that within five years every stadium in the 
hooligan-infested country will be all-seaters.
